KIBITZ-15 was told on 13 April that all of hie former Stay- 
Behind net was to ho closed ont, and arr&ngemonts woro oado 
for him, KIBITZ-150, C 3 and J CT J t© meet on 15 April 
to agree on final detail s of the oloae out* KIBITZ-15 was 
farther advisod to suspend until 8 May, any additional activ- 
ity in the REDCAP field* In May, wo will advise him of our 
docision to discontinue the operation. 


1. After reeoipt of Ref. 1, the undersigned revlewod the entixo 
problem of the KIBITZ-15 network and KIBITZ-15* e activities with 
Cl 3* It was dear 1 

a* Decision to sever all oontaot with KIBITZ-15 mitigated 

against continuation of five c ompar tnont od toama (Annex 1, 
EGFA- 934 ) of KIBITZ-15 net. Saving theoo toama had hoen 
prodicat od on assumption of Headqu&rtors approval of use 
of KIBITZ-150 as Stay-Bohind Principal Agent, with KIBITZ-15 
having no part In the operation hut novertholoss having 
lont his moral support, 

b. Sine© KIBITZ-15 was given the green light to go ahoad 
with REDCAP activities on 2 April (Ref* 3), eompleto 
termination at tho 13 April oontaot might woll have 
disastrous rosults. The break, when made, must be elean 
and logioal onough for KIBITZ-15 to aooopt. 
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2. Accordingly, it was deoided:

a* To notify KIBITZ-15 that we were closing out the entire 
Stay-Behind net, 

b, To tell him implications of the current Soviet peac© 

offensive had not yet been fully analysed, so hie efforts 
in the inducement field muet he suspended until Hay* 

(In Hay we will advise him that high policy requires we 1 
cease these efforts*) 


3- Contact was made at 1500 hours, 13 April, as arranged* As 
usual D -3 aooompanied D J, The Agent said at the outset he 
was meeting Identity 337 at l?ou hours in Karlsruhe to get a report 
on the latter's Berlin trip, so we postponed discussion of BEDCAP 
topics until a second meeting at 2100 hours* 

4« Continuing the first meeting, we told KIBITZ-15 that the 
political development in Germany had progressed tc the point where the 
Americans could no longer afford to he associated directly with this 
(Stay-Behind) meohanism. It had been decided to dose out all of the 
teams in the net he had organized* Any person who had had any con* 
tact with American personnel must he questioned hy the American officers 
concerned (debrief ing) , final financial details adjusted, and a state* 
ment to forever keep all details of the work secret (quit claim) signed 
by team members. Although we had told him previously to dissociate 
himself completely from (Gtay-Behind) personnel, in order to speedily 
complete the phase out, he should now work directly with the (case 
officer) In those instances where team members were unknown to KIBITZ- 
150* He agreed* 

5. A specif lo phase out plan is now being drawn up by C J1 

andjC " nd will be forwarded in a day or so after approval by 

COM. £ 3i» C 3, KIBITZ-15 and KIBITZ-150 are meeting on 

13 April to lay the groundwork for the close out* We estimate about 
four veeks will be requlre^r^but^resume you will still want to ask 
for a three-month extension \(B of . 1 jj of the KIBITZ-15 project tc pro- 
vide for any unexpected developments* 

6* Frankly we now see no further use for KIBITZ-150 after he has 
assisted in the termination of the project* His private employment is 
shaky at the moment, largely because of negleotlng his job In working 
for us, and some substantial settlement on him probably must be made* 
Specific proposals will be advanoed by £ 3 and C ~3* 
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7o At the second nesting at 2100 hours, KIBITZ-15 reported 
enthusiastically on 337* e trip to Berlin. While there* 337 contacted 
Identity 339 in West Bor 1 in, and Identity 34 O in East Berlin along , 
with Selaa Ssyesynakf noo uBring* Berlin No. 18, Lenin Allee 164 (not 
listed on Enc. to EGFA-974)* Like 339 and 340, Ssyssynski'is a nurse. 

On the basis of representing an unspecified German organisation, 337 
told 339 and Szyszynskt at separate meetings that he would like to 
establish contact with Soviet officers who had an understanding of 
the West and a desire for tfest-East cooperation. Both girls said 
they had encountered such people in their professional capacity, and 
both added, inter alia* that a number of Soviet offloers would join 
tho Wost if it wero not for the fear of being returned after making 
tho break. 337 told the nurses that he would be returning to Berlin 
in about four weeks. He arrangod a simple code, tied in with his parte* 
purchasing mission to Berlin, to have the nurses inform him of any 
lntorlm contact with Soviet officers with Western inclinations. Per- 
sonalia is available on all three nurses but will not be forwarded 
since the project la ending. 

8. X then made my pitoh to KI3IT2-15 about the Soviet peace 
offonsive, and told him to suspend all operations until 8 Hay* when 
wo would havo a eonplote analysis of Soviet intentions to guide our 
future actions. By exercising a remarkable degreo of self-control he 
managed to accept this, but proposed that surely I had no intention 
of having him attempt to now halt the nurses 1 actions in Berlin— 

"whioh could not be stepped in any event”. I replied that we had 

no ouoh Intention, but that we expeoted hitf to start nothing else 
during the intervening period, that we feli he would be quite busy 
in the next three or four weeks in assisting the close out of his old 
not* and that he ohould get in touch with me (through tho emergency 
Hoidolboffg ooatact) prior to 8 Hay only in the event that one of the 
nurses enoountered a Soviet who wanted to defeot. 

9. At the 8 Kay meeting, scheduled in Kannheim, I expect to 
announce our intention to withdraw from the field. One or two addi- 
tional meetings may bo necessary to wind up final administrative and 
financial details, but we shall try to avoid them if possible. 
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
